Majeſty at Torke, Marth 26,  Tharhe alwaics 
thought ic neceſſary, the ſame fhould be ſer- 
led, and thathe never denyed the thing, only 
cen; ed the way; and for the marrer of ir,rook 
exceptions only torthe' Preface , ins'a thing 
-notftanding wirh His: honour to confſent-re; 
and thac Himſelfe was cxcluded in the exe- 
cution,and fora timeuplmiced : Whereupon 
'the Lordsrand»Commony: being defirons ro 
give His: Majeſtie- all ſatisfaftion thac, might 
be, even tothe leaſttirele of forme, and cir-

'Bi!l, andchereia omicred the preambleis- 
ſcrred before the Ordinznce , Hmirred rhe 
rime tolefſe then rwo yeercs, and confined 
che auchuricy of che Lievtenanrs to rhele 
three particalars, pamely Rebe:lion, Inſar- 
reRion, andforraigne Invaſion, and returned 
the ſame ro his Majeſty for His royalF aſſent. 
Bar afl theſe exprefſions of affetion and 
* Hyalty, all choſe defires and earneſt cadea- 
vours to comply wich His Majeſty; hath {to 
their great griefe and ſorrow ) produced no 
becrer cffe& then an abſolate denyall, even _ 
' of that which -His Majeſty by His former 
Meſfzges, as we conceive, had Promiſed; rhe 
advice of evill'and wicked 'Connſels;' recei- 
' Ving ſtill more credie wich Him, then char of 
His great Counſe!l of Parliamear, in a martcer 
of fo high importiee , rlar the (afery of His 
Kingdome,” and he peace of his ipeoptede- 
p:nds upon ir. But '\now*-what muſt bethe 
exceptions to this Bill'? nor 'any-ſarc , char 
way to the Ordinance; for a earewwas taken 
to give farisfaQtion 'in all cheſt; patricalars. 
Then the' exception was” beceaute' char-ehe 
Hpoſing and execution thereef! was refer- 
*red to both Houſes of Parliament ,vaudi His 
Q A3 Majeſty 


Mijefty excladed : and now that by the 
Bill, -the Power and cxecution is aller- 
tained , and reduced to parriculars, and the 
Law of the Realme made the Rule there- 
of, His Maieftie. will nor truſt the, Perſons. 
The power is £00 great,:00 wnlimited roeruſt 
chem wich. Bur what is that power2ls ir any 
other, bur in cxpcefie rermes.eo ſupprefie.Re- 
bellian, IafurreRion, and forraigne invaſion? 
Andwho ate thoſe Perſons > are they. .nor 
ſach as were nominated by che great Cannſel 
of the Kingdome,and allcntcd to by his Ma- 
jeky. Andis/ic coo great 12 ,POWET £0 tnuſt 
thole.parions; with che ſupprefian of Rebel - 
lien, Infarrection , and forraigue Juvaken? 
Garely the moſt wicked of zhem that advil- 
od his Majeſty to this Auſwes cannot ſugget, 
bur that it is neceflary for . the fafcry Sf bis 
MajcRies Rogall Perſenand the peace ofthe 
Kingdome, fach yoo ſhould þee pur in 
ſome hends. And chere is 20 precence of .cx- 
ception 40.4the perſons. His Majeſty for the 
ſpace of, above fifcoeng JOArcs aogether , 
thought noc.s power ſarre <xcecding this 
tO 'be too. great to incrult particular perſons 
with, zo whoſc will chc Lives andbibenjes 
O 


of his people by Martiall Lawes were made 
ſabje&, for ſuch wasche pawer given to Lord 
Liertcnaves, add Depuric Lievrenacrs in e- 
very Conntie of rhis Kingdome , arid thar 
withone rhe conſent of his people, or autho- 
rity of Law. Bur now in cafe of extreame 
necefficy,, npon'the adviceof both Houſes of 
Parliament for no fonger ſpace theg two 
yeares, a leffer power, and that for the 
fafery of King and -4 ot is thoughr-r00 
great rotraft partieularperfons with, chongh 
named by both Houſes of Parliament ,agd 

ed of by bis Majcftic bimlctfe. And 
farelyHf there bee a necefficyes ferrle rhe A7z. 
kitis (which his Majefty was' pledfed to can- 
eſe) the perſons cammor bee intrufted with 
lefſe power then this tohave it all -effeAuall, 
And the Prefideaty of former Ages when 
ehiere hapened 2 neteffiry ro rail fuch a, pawer, 
never firaftned the power” to a narrower 
compaſſe, witnefſerhe Commiſſions of Arxay 
in ſeveral Kings Kiaipnes ,” and often ifſued 
ourt by the conſlene and the authority of Par- 
liamenrt. The Lords and Commons therefore 
intrufted with the fafery af the Kingdome,and 
petce of the People , (which they call God

to witnefſe is their onely, aime)Fodingthem 
ſelves denied thele cheir ſo neceſlary, and juſt 
demands, and that they can never be_diſchar- 
gcd before,.God or Man, if chey ſhould ſuffer 
che ſafety of the Kingdome and peace of the 
people to.bee expoſed ro the malice. of the 
malignant party at home, or the fury of ege- 
mies from abroad. And knowing no other 
way to encounter the imminent Fi apPrPact: 
ing danger , but by putting rhe people into...a 
fit poſture of defence Wy 1 plve to put 
their ſaid Ordinaxce in preſent execution,and 
doe require all perſons in authority by. ver- 
rue of the ſaid Ordinance forthwith ropurt the 
ſame in execution, and all others ro obey ic, 
according to the fundamentall lawes of the 
Kingdome in ſuch caſes, as they xender the 
upholding of che rrue;Proceſtang;Religion, 
che ſafety of bis Majeſtic: Perſon, and. his 
Royall rot rs of the Kingdome, 
and the being of this Common-wealth, . .-
